As the Honour arifing to any Country from the 
Cultivation of what is ufeful, manlike, great and 
noble, is highly encreafed when that Country can 
claim the original Difcovery or Invention to itfelf ; 
fo the Difgrace which refults to a whole People 
from any worthlefs, childifh, mean or bafe Cuftoms 
that have generally prevailed among them, fhould 
‘ be in fome Meafure alleviated by a Confideration 
that they were not the firft Inventors of this Vice 
or Folly, efpecially if fuch bad Cuftoms have been 
imported from the greateft and moft renowned of 
Nations. 

For this Reafon I am not a little pleafed to fiad 
that it is no new thing for Gentlemen to drefs them- 
felves up like Fools, on certain public Occafions ; 
nor had this Cuftom its firft a ad was fup- 

by many) no longer ago than laft Year, an 
ag featen: For on the contrary, I find that 
in the Chariot Races exercifed in the Circus at 
Rome, it was ufual for the Men of the firft Fathion 
to divide into Faétions, and to diftinguifh them- 
felves by certain antic Drefles. f 

Amongtt thefe the Prafina Faéfio, or the Green 
Coats, was far the moft eminent, as appears from 

uvenal, who, when he lafhes thefe ridiculous 

actions, mentions only the Green, and infinuates 
that this (as it was probably the moft ridiculous) 
was principally favoured hy the Romans, 


Totam hodie Romam Circus capit : et fragor aurem 
Percutit ; Eventum viridis quo coiligo Penni. 

Nam fi deficerat, onan attonitemque videres 
Hanc Urbem, veluti Cannarum in Pulvere viétis 
Confulibus. 


Suetonius, in the Life of Caligula, tells us that 
worthy Gentleman was fo addicted to the Green 
Coats, that he ufed to fup in his Stable with a 
Green-coat Jockey, named Cythicus, on whom he 
beftowed a vaft Sum ef Money. The fame Author 
likewife numbers up the many extraordinary Pre- 
fents he conferred on a favourite Horfe, and ends 
with, Con/ulatum quoque traditur deftinaffe, He is 
reported to have defigned him for the Conjulbip. In 
fhort, Caligula here is reprefented as a true faco- 
bite Squire, who would moft probably rather give his 
Vote for his Horfe at an Eleétion, than for a Man 
of proper Capacity to ferve his Country. 

But why fhould Caligula be cenfured, as he is by 
Suetonius, for favouring thefe Green Coats? Or 
why fhould Fuvenal fall. more feverely on this Co- 
lour than on the Red, or the White, or the Blue? 
In fhort, the Word Pra/fina is ill rendered. It is 
not here derived from Mgaew, a Leek ; but from 
Teaco and w@; 7. e. of the fame Value with an 
Afs ; or perhaps the true Reading is Prajona, a 
Faction that behave themfelves like Affis. Thus the 
Cenfures of both the Satyrift and the Hiftorian 
are vindicated; and a very fatisfactory Reafon is 
given for the Favour of that wanton and abfurd 
Tyrant, which would be fure to have been beftow- 
¢d on the moft ridiculous and abfurd. 

Again ; can it be conceived that fo elegant a 
Writer as Pliny fhould give the name of Vili/fima, 
the a to a coat, merely becaufe it was of a 
green Colour ; whereas, if we can fuppofe that this 
prafinian, or prafonian Faétion, were dreft up in 
Patch-work, or in Cloth which refembled Patch- 
work, nothing can be jufter than that Epithet ; for 
nothing, furely, can be viler than a Fool’s Coat. 

Had I an Opportunity of reforting to the Anti- 
quities of Gravius, or could confult Ferrarius, I 
make no doubt, I fhould find direé&t Inftances of 
this Prafonum Veftimentum, or Fool’s Coat ; fince 
Livy, Iremember, mentions, the Words ve/fimen- 
tum verficolor ; and there is a Paflage in Cicero de 
Oratore, which muft be underftood of fuch a Drefs : 
F mean, where Cicero, {peaking of a Buffoon or 
Merry-Andrew, fays, ‘* Quid poteft efe tam ridi- 
culum? Ore, vultu, denique corfore ridetur toto ;”’ 
His whole Body is the Objed? of Laughter : Which 
can arife from no other Circumftance than his be- 
ing dreft like a Fool, , 

A learned Friend of mine contends, that the 
Drefs lately abolifhed in the Highlands, and which 
will, probably, be foon taken up in England, is 
the very Habit worn formerly by the Prafnean or 
Prafonitan Faction ; for which he urges the Autho- 


‘rity of Ca/aubon, who, in his Notes upon Suetonius, 


Aug. cap. 82. fays, ** That the great Difference 
between the Roman and the modern Drefs, confifts 
in the Article of Breeches.” Now the Highlan- 
ders ase, I believe, allowed to be the only civilized 
Nation which are unbreeched 5 or, at leaft, were fo, 
till breeched by A& of Parliament. 

Another very learned Man will have it, that the 
Romans themfelves firft borrowed the Pra/onian 
Habit from the Inhabitants of this Ifland. ‘* This, 
fays he, it is probable, was formerly the Veftment 


of the Pidts, who are poffibly fabled to have paint 
ed their Bodies of various Colours, only from their 
Cuftom of wearing a Party-coloured Garment.” 
Thus we may arrive at the true reading and un+ 
derftanding of thofe excellent Lines, 


A painted Veft Prince Voltiger had on, 
Which from a naked Pi& pis Grandfire ton. 


Here Mr. Addifon weil obferves, That neither 
Prince Voltiger, mor his Grandfather, could ftrip a 
naked Man of his Clothes; whereas, if we re 
ftore bare-ars’d inftead of uaked, which T am con+ 
vinced {fays he) is the true reading, the Verfes will 
remain a fine Monument of Antiquity. 

However this was originally, certain it is that 
this Pra/iniam, Party-coloured, or Fool’s Coat, hath 
long been naturalized in this Kingdom, and appro- 
priated to thofe merry Wags, whofe Bufinefs it is 
to divert the Public at Fairs, and other public 
Meetings. Of thefe Wags, as Mr. Addifon ob= 
ferves, we are fo fond, that we have given them 
the Name of our favourite Dith, a Pudding ; by 
which we feem to imply, that we love them well 
enough to eat them. Had that learned Gentleman 
been now alive, he would have feen, likewife, the 
Etymology of the former Part of their Appellation 
of Jack-Pudding ; for Fach is the ADbreviation of 
Facobite; and is  diminutivum blandiendi, which 
they are often ford of applying to themfelves, 

But whether thefe Jack-Puddings were at firft 
chofen out of the Jacobite Party, as the propereft 
Objeéts of Ridicule ; or whether the Name'was,with 
a kind of prophetical Spirit, meant to denute the whole 
Party, I will not determine; but the IDre(s was 
formerly confin’d only to thofe of the lower Kind 5 
nor did any Jacobite, of the Rank of a Gentleman, 
put on the Fool’s Coat, and appear publickly as a 
Jack-Pudding, till the latter End of the Year 
17475 when a great Number of Country Gentle- 
men were refolved, as Congreve fays of a Lawyer 
drefs’d in black, to wear their Confcience on theif 
Outfides, and to fuit their Drefs to their Patch-work 
Principles, 

I hoped, indeed, that thefe Gentlemen had been 
long fince afhamed of fo childith a Frolick, and 
that that Afs which we exhibited fo many Weeks 
in his Plaid, at the Head of this Paper, would 
have been the /a/? in England, who would have been 
feen in this Drefs, 

But it appears from my Coufin’s Letter, that 
this is not the Cafe, and that we are fhortly to 
have another Rendezvous of the Pra/ma Faétio, in 
plain Englifh, a Meeting of Jack Puddings. 

However, out of Refpeét to my Name, I yet 
hope Mr. Trottplaid will not make one of the 
Number, I wou'd advife him, in the firft Place, 
to decline this Abfurdity from refpect to his own 
Party. Cicero, (fays Plutarch) obfetving fome- 
thing ridiculous and finical in the Drefs of Cz/ar, 
cried out, Who could imagine it fhould enter into the 
Head of fuch a Man to fabvert the Roman Commona 
wealth ?

Again, the Honour of our Country is at ftake, 
Nations have been often characterized for their 
Drefs. Auguftus, fays Suetonius, feeing the public

Lattly, I hope my Coufin will confider the Dig- 
niture of Human Nature itfelf ; for a Jacobite 
Country Squire, in his Plaid Waiftcoat, is, in 
reality, a Dhifgrace to his very Species.

The Court has received 
Notice, that the Beginning of June, the King’s Frigate, 
Notre Dame de la Conception, on her Voyage from this 
Port to Smyrna, was attacked off Niccoli, by a Tripg- 
line Pirate of thirty-fix Guns and 300 Men, and aftér 
an ob{tinate Combat of feveral Hours, in which the 
King’s Frigate had one Man killed and fifteen wounded, 
the Night coming on, they parted, and on the 4th of 
June the faid Frigate got into Smyrna much damaged, 
In the Morning of the 28th, Don Anthony Rameya, 
being then in Company with the Duke of Garignano in 
his Coach, was, by Order of the Commiitce of the In- 
confidents, arrefted and carried to Prifon: In the late 
Government he had a principal Pott in the Secremry of 
State’s Office. The King having demanded a Loan of 
75,000 Ducats of the Public Banks, the Sum was mme- 
diately granted to him. On the 2gth returned to this 
City from the County of Molife, and the Borders of 
this Kingdom, a Compiny of Fufileers, fent there to 
prevent and flop Deferters. rae 
Rome, Augufi 3, N.S. The write from Norcia, 
thacon the 31it tacy felt a fevere Shock of an Earth- 
quake, which terified the Inhabitants fo much, that 
moit of them retired into the Country.

Hague, Juguft 20, N.S. We have had a Confir-

As to the fecond Point, 
relating to the Difpofal of Employments, they had long 
fince confented to the Refolutions of the States of Hol- 
land on that Head, and would, together with the other 
Towns, fend in a Lift of the Employments in their 
Gift, at the Time appointed for that Purpofe. In Re- 
fpeét to the third Article they fay, that they have al- 
ways, to their utmoft, maintained their City and 
Burghers in the Poffeffion of all their Rights and Privi- 
leges : That they have nothing to do with the Election 
of the Officers of the Militia, which depends on the 
Council of War; and that the Demand of the Burghers, 
relating to the Exclufion of their Officers from the Ma- 
giftracy, is unprecedented, and direétly contrary to the 
conftant Praétice of all Times, fince Prince William the 
Firft put their City in Poffeflion of its prefent Rights 
and Privileges.
